to it. 


It has chosen a tim ely period in w hich to stage 
its fight. 
B utter fhortages and high butter prices in the 
larger cities m ay gain the industry a lot of votes 
it otherw ise w ould not receive. 
At least that is 
back of the fresh outbreak of struggle, it would 
appear, 


N ebrask a’s dairy Industry is of great im ­ 
portance to the state. 
Its production of butterfat 
and butter ranges from 80 million to 
100 million 
pounds annually , and frequently the returns from it 
are greater than any cash grain crop produced in 
the state. 
Nevertheless the m argarine m anufacturers have 
their day , and they evidently believe this is it. 
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The people of Lincoln are m uch m ore fortunate 
than they realize. 


They have a park sy stem that largely repre- 
•cnts philanthropy . 


Its most imposing unit is the Pioneer tract of 
640 acres, given outright by the pioneer H arris 
fam ily to the people of this com m unity . 
W hen it 
w as donated to Lincoln m ore than 
10 y ears ago 
only fringes of trees lined the m eandering stream 
that winds its way along the w estern and southern 
fringe of Pioneers. 
Now it has m ore than fifty 
thousand fine trees, and its rolling hills and 
splendid vistas m ak e it one of the m ost im pressive 
park s to be found any place in the United States. 
Give it another 10 y ears for developm ent and 
it w ill be a gem attracting thousands of visitors, 
and creating friends for the N ebrask a capital. 
The great bulk of the land w hich now com ­ 
prises the Lincoln park sy stem came in the form of 
gifts w ithout costing the taxpay er 
a penny . 
Few 
cities have been m ore fortunate in public spirited 
pioneer citizens. 
Early in the week the city received tender of 
a gift from the estate of George G ray B arnard of 
a plaster bust of A braham Lincoln. It is a m assive 
piece and one of B arnard’s finest work s.

Lincoln is recognized as a com paratively safe 
city for careful m otorists and pedestrians, y et on 
one day w ithin the past week 30 persons w ere a r­ 
raigned in M unicipal court on charges of traffic 
law violations and the num ber was not unusual. 
Speeders w ere greatest in num ber, eight being 
fined for such violations, w hile six had violated 
stop signs.

The lobby and the lobby ist can and do serve 
usefully at tim es, as well as harm fully . 
In a 
nadon w here national economy is so closely -k nit, 
w here economics of one industry or occupation 
are so inter-related w ith others, w here not even 
a tiny pebble may be dropped w ithout the re­ 
sults being observed long distances away , the 
legislature should desire and does desire full 
and 
com plete 
inform ation 
about 
legislation upon 
w hich it m ust pass judgm ent. 
But one cannot 
look upon W ashington with other than m ounting 
alarm . 
In zeal for organization of every group 
in this country —governm ent by political parties 
has become less and le.ss a fact—and g( vernm ent 
by block s and by groups has become m ore and 
m ore a reality . 
There are the business, the 
financial, and the industrial groups. 
There is 
organized labor—there are the farm organiza­ 
tion#—only to nam e a few—the more fam iliar 
and the m ore powerful. 
They have been with 
us for some tim e.

grow th; they are not wholly good nor wholly 
bad; but never before in their history have they 
been m ore conscious of their power, more ef­ 
fective in m ak ing use of that power, and more 
determ ined to squeeze the last ounce of advantage 
for them selves w ithin their 
grasp.

People talk of a sane American policy . 
No 
•ane Am erican policy can be dictated to the dot­ 
ting ol the “i’s” and the crossing of the “t’s” by 


a group of industrialists, by a business group, or 
by a pow erful financial group.

ican policy can be dictated by organized labor— 
by the A m erican Federation of Labor or the CIO. 
No sane A m erican policy can be dictated by the 
A m erican farm bloc. 
In each and every instance 
self-interest, or m ore bluntly the pock etbook in­ 
terest, is apt to get in the way as it did through­ 
out the sessions of the 79th congress, and as it is 
lik ely to do in the sessions of the 80th congress. 
The pock etbook interest in legislation is a pow er­ 
ful factor, a decent factor w ithin reason, and a 
very destructive force w hen it gets out of control. 
These are only the m ore fam iliar groups that add 
to the difficulties and the burden of a sane 
A m erican policy —or, perhaps better, a national 
policy tak ing into account the w elfare of 135,- 
000,000 people of conflicting economic status, so­ 
cial aspirations and individual views.

No one is foolish fnough to anticipate 
that the lobbies and the lobby ists, and the spe­ 
cial groups that they represent, w'ill tak e fright 
and flee and leave the legislators free to per­ 
form their labors. They w'ill be out in full force
